‘The woman 
had met death while her three young 
children were playing in the, adjoin- 
ing room, A Vansandt, ithe Woman's 
husband, is held as a witness. The 
man admits that he quarrelled with 
his wife all Friday night and up to 
the time he left the house this morn- 
ing, one ‘hour, he claims, before the 
discovery of the murder, Mrs. Van- 
sandt fire choked unconscious, 
then bound and gagged with strips 
torn from a lace curtain and placed 
across the stove with her head in the 
flames of the burner. ‘The horror of 
the crime is increased by the coron- 
er’s statement that the woman must 
have recovered consciousness before 
death, When found, all her clothing 
had been burned off the body and 
the flesh was charred to cinders. ‘I‘he 
police discovered last night that Van- 
sandt’ had been paying attentions to 
a young girl for some time. ‘I‘he 
father had protested against his 
daughter’s conduct and had — finally 
brought her before a police magis- 
trate, who had committed her to a 
house of refuge. On her father’s re- 
commendation, however, she was sent 
to a convent instead.

The Edmonton post office was open 
yesterday for probably the last time 
on ‘Sunday. 

That is, if an edict sent out by ‘the 
Post Office Department at Ottawa to 
Postmaster MelIntyre of .Winnipeg 
today will also be received by Post- 
master May of this city. The instruc- 
tions are to the effect that the Winhi- 
peg office will in future be closed al- 
together jto the public on Sundays. 
The new rule is ‘to conve. into effect 
on Tebruary Ist. 

“T have heard nothing about it,” 
said Postmaster May this) morning 
when asked if he had similar instruc- 
tions. “No doubt I shall be informed 
by mail and in that case shall not 
know definitely until the C.P.R. mail 
is opened between four and five 
o'clock this afternoon. I expect that 


instructions issued to the Winnipeg 
post office will also be received here.” 

“Will it affect box holders in Ed- 
monton very much?” “Mr. May was 
asked. 

“Phere are a great many citizens 
who come for their mail-on ‘Sunday. 
‘There are also newspaper offices who 
find it necessary to receive their ex- 
changes ‘on Sunday. The order from 
Ottawa will put a stop to this. ‘There 
are no Sunday loafers in the Edmon- 
ton post office on Sunday, so. the 
box holders will be the only ones af- 
fected.” :

‘The order is ‘to the effect 
that the public is to be excluded from 
the corridors on Sundays and as the 
new rule takes effect on February 1, it 
means that the local post office was 
open yesterday for the last time on 
Sunday. ‘The order affects practically 
only bax ‘holders, who have always 
been accorded the privilege of getting 
their mail on Sundays just the same 
as on other days. About ithe only 
others affected by ithe closing will be 
those who make the corridors a loai- 
ing place on cold days.”

SIR JOHN A. AND SIR WILFRID 


_ 


‘At the banquet tendered Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier at the National Club in To- 
ronto recently, he made a reference 
to his most distinguished predecessor 
jn the Canadian Premiership, which 
has not received the notice that it de- 
serves. 

“Tf T have been able,” he said, “in 
the course of my life, to give justice 
to whom justice was due, to meet 
my opponent and shake his hand, 
and to say to friends and foes the 
good I thought of them, I owe it 
largely to the example which was 
given me in my own case—to a man 
whose portrait is on the wall, and who 
was once the great leader of the Con- 
servative party, 

“When I entered Parliament Sir 
John A. Macdonald had been for 
twenty, nay, for thirty years, the ac- 
knowledged leader of his party. From 
the very day I entered, from the first 
time I opened my mouth in Parlia- 
ment, Sir John A. Macdonald always 
showed me the greatest kindness. 
When I became entrusted with the 


- Jeadership of the Liberal party I was 


thrown in close contact with him, 
and I must say for the credit of his 
memory that I always found him in 
all our relations not only courteous, 
but true to his word and never un- 
fair.” 

‘There were some things in ‘his man- 
ner of leading his party, although not 
his policy, that Sir Wilfrid thought 
worthy of imitation. 

“Tf IT have had some measure of 
success in my leadership,” he added 
“the Couservatives have Sir John vA. 
Macdonald to- thank.” 

There is more truth than appears 
on the surface in this last sally, which 
ithe report says was greeted with loud 
laughter and applause. Sir Wilfrid 
has followed in Sir John A.’s course 
in one very important respect. His 
(Canadianism has been of the broad- 
est and ‘he has been able to keep a 
united party behind him in carrying 
out his ideas. The Liberals have been 
a national organization under Sir Wil- 
frid just as the Conservatives were 
under Sir John, If the latter had 
f'ved up to the present day, there 
would not have been one Conser- 
vative policy for Quebec and another 
for Ontario, as has so frequently hap- 
pened in recent years, a condition 
which is developing once again in 
connection with the naval issue. What 
ithe party needs is the ascendancy of 
a strong man, who will be able to 
speak in its name in all the provinces 
of Coniederation in regard to’ great 
public issues, 


That national leadership requires an 
exceptional man is illustrated by a 
speech which Sir Wilfrid gave at a 
bye-election meeting in Ottawa the 
other night, 

“In the province of Quebec,” he 
said, tacked by the 
Conservative party in alliance with 
the Nationals for going too far on 
the naval question. I am denounced 
in my own province as a traitor to 
my race. In the province of Ontario 
Tam being denounced as a traitor to 
the British Crown. ‘There is as much 
truth in the one as in the other. My 
position is not a bed of roses. If 
a political leader wants to keep har- 
mony in this country, as has happily 
been its lot ‘for the past thirteen 
years, the must take his position on 
these broad grounds that will appeal to 
all races and to all creeds, to Can- 
ada, and to the motherland as well. 
He must look both to the right and 
to the left. He must ask all men to 
make some sacrifices of their pre- 
judices, so that we all can unite on a 
common ground and develop along 
harmonious lines this country of ours 
in peace, and, recessity call for it, 
in war. I place my reliance upon the 
men of fair and moderate and honest 
opinion, both here and in the mother-

Thomas, Ont.; petroleum explosion; 
14 killed and about 100 injured. 

April 28, 1889.—Near Hamilton, 
Ont., on Grand Trunk; train ran off 
track; 17 killed. 

Iebruary 27, 1889—Near St. George, 
Ont.; by collapse of a bridge; 11 
killed. 

July §, 1892—Merritton, on G.T.R,, 
collision; several persons drowned in 
Welland Canal. , 

November 15, 1898—Collision on G. 
T.R. near ‘Trenton, Ont., 12 deaths. 

August 9, 1889—Express leaves the 
rails, between Montreal and Ottawa; 
7 deaths. 

December 6, 1902—Train wrecked 
near Halifax, N.S. 7 deaths, 12. in- 
jured. 

‘December 26, 1902—Collision on G. 
T.R., at Wanstead, Ont.; 28 deaths, 28 
injured, many fatally. 

April 11, 1903—Collision near ‘Hali- 
fax, N.S.; 4 deaths. 

February 26, 1907—Near ‘Guelph, 
on Grand Trunk, a broken rail caused 
derailment; train rolled down em- 
bankment; 3 killed, 16 injured. 

September 3, 1907 — At Caledon, 
on C.P.R.; excursion train to Toronto 
Exhibition; speeding around (Horse- 
shoe Curve; 7 killed, 114 injured,

the month that I ‘had steered his boat 
on the Nile Expedition. My eyes be- 
came blind to the dim outlines of 
Magersfontein looming darkly beyond 
the Modder river and my ears deaf to 
the whispered surmises as to the de- 
tails of a battle that through ithe 
blundering ‘incapacity of a command- 
ing officer drenched the veldt of the 
Karoo with the heroic blood of Scot- 
land and crumpled up the finest. bri- 
gade in South Africa. 


Far and away from tthe’ mystic 
shadows of African night, from the 
tragic battle of the coming hour the 
“Wee!, laddie,” of the Scottish soldier 
aye up a voice and a scene ina 
little “sweetie” store in a scattered 
settlement in far off Canada by a 
greater river than the Modder. 


The Clannishness of the Scotch 


There is something in the accusa- 
tion’ pf clannishness made against 
those of the Scottish race, for of those 
who were wont to gather tin the even- 
ings of the long ago tin the only bak- 
ery and candy store in Edmonton, 
the majority were of Scottish race. 
There must have been something her- 
editary in those of us whose forbears 
for several. generations had lived in 
Canada far from the land of heather 
and shaggy wood that caused to gath- 
er at the close of the long summer 
days on’the stoop of James Lauder’s 
bakery and confectionery store on 
Fraser avenue or in the longer nights 
of winter ‘to foregather on counter 
and proferred.chairs to listen to the 
kindly““crack” of. the merry matronly 
Mrs, Lauder. There would come 
quict dogmatic Jim McDonald, whose 
positiveness of opinion was as ag- 
gressive as his heart was kindly; Ken- 
nie MacLeod, whose dark eyes would 
glisten and glow with (Celtic respon- 
siveness to the varying storics that 
were told; poor old Jim \Petrie, the 
kindest, most irresponsible Scotchman 
that every put feet in dmonton, or 
belied the Scottish reputation of nig- 
gardliness ‘and cautton; (Willie Wilkie, 
who would sing, in the old broad 
Scotch that only a few of the oldest 
country families of Scotland retain, 
the sweet old ballad of “The ‘Four 
Maries”; Billy Edison, »who would 
come in at times from Clover Bar for 
some scones or some shortbread and 
the opportunities to hear in the Doric 
the accent of the land he ‘had left. 


It was the nearest approach ‘to a 
glimpse of home life of childhood 
many of us ever had in those early 
days of Edmonton, the gossip and 
chat of ‘the first and only bakery and 
candy store, the only store on Fraser 
avenue. The kindly, almost motherly, 
interest of the ‘great-hearted Scotch- 
woman in ‘the success or failure of the 
varied spasmodic efforts of thase old 
shagganappi ‘days, of the young men 
in whom she displayed interest, at- 
tracted us with a force we half-grown 
men did not understand and which 
was inexpressibly dear to‘those of 
older years who felt its ‘reminiscent 
charm. 

“Gang home to your mither, lad- 
die,” said she at one time to one who, 
unprepared for the battle of life on 
the frontier and mistaking — the 
strength of its temptations had drifted 
rudderless into ‘the rocks and rapids 
of the dangerous stream of life in 
those lonely, early days. “Gang hame 
to your mither and (think what shame 
ye will bring on-vher if ye yield ‘to a 


habit that’s ruining you.” And ‘he 


did. 
Many years afterwards. two men, 
when ithe sun of success was begin- 


ning to peer from behind tthe clouds 
of disaster that marked the first three 
months of the last South African war, 
sat far into the night beside a lonely 
camp fire a few miles from Bloem: 
fontein in State.
